Particulars under this heading are given in the detail of each

Speaking generally there is great need for extra housing 
accommodation.

cases pulling down. The Pistrict Council are engaged in a schoms 
for building 22 cottages distributed amongst several villaves. 
Until fresh accommodation is provided it is impossible to close 
unsuitable dwellings. At the same time I must asknowledge that 
repairs are frequently effected by Landlords after representation 
has been made to them. 
General housing conditions in the area - Insufficient and a 
marked shortage. - Rural District Council are engaged in a schemc 


but this will only touch the fringe of the problem. 


Overcrowding - Prevalent to a slight extent and is due to a 


shortage of houses. 


Fitness of houses - ‘The general standard is poor. The chief 
defects are age, dampness and general neglect. The low rents and 


high cost of repairs deter many landlords from undertaking 


improvements. 


Unhealthy Areas - In the real sense of the word these are 
practically non-existent. There are of course groups of cottages 
which are insanitary and out of date im. practically every viliscs 
especially in Gaywood and Castleacre, but except for these the 


district contains no unhealthy areas. 
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The housing conditions in the Royal Estate comprising the 


villages of West Newton, Flitcham, Appleton, Wolferton, and 


Sandringham are beyond reproach and from a sanitary and hygienie 


standpoint they may be looked upon as model villages.
